4 A CENTRAL INSTITUTION OF FORESTRY. 


Imperial Plan for College at Oxford. 


London, April 22, 

Tho report of the inter-Departmontal Cammittee on Imperial 
Forestry Education, headed by Lord Clinton and including Viscount 
Novar, Mr, P. H. Clutterbuck, of the India Office, and Major Furse, 
of the Colonial Office, recommends a‘contral institution for training 
forost officers, in fayour of which the British Empire Forestry Con- 
ference passed a resolution that it should be located at Oxford and 
incorporated with the University. The Governments of tho United 
Kingdom, India, the Colonies, and tho Protectorates should jointly 
guarantees a sum sufficient for the normal ‘requirements. The 
anticipated annual cost will be lessened by the Dominion Govern- 
ments sending probationers for special courses or research. The 
capital cost cannot be estimated at present. but the annual cost of 
the permanent staff should not exceed £4,000 at the commencement.

There is 
no doubt that the present shipping 
depression is the most acute that 
had ever occurred in the history 
of the British shipning industry. 
The main cause is the high 
price - of labour, which has 
made the price of commodities 
tive above the purchasing power 
of the world at targe. 
There are ten million tons 
of more shipping on the seas 
today than at any previous 
period in the history of the world. 
This fact in itself is of great 
importance. It means that 
British ships are: faced with 
competition to which they have 
uever been subject before. We 
have now ten million moro tons 
of shipping than we had in 1914, 
whilst on the other hand the 
volume of trade is much 
lens, As. a result of the 
depression in shipping there is 
at present something like two- 
and-a-half million ‘tons - dead- 
weight of shipping laid up in 
British ports and harbours, and 
no-one can say whether the 
depression will be of lon 
duration. With regard to the 
future, experienced owners 
generally are pessimistic.

THE COAL STRIKE. 
London, April 22. 

’ Mr. Lioyd George has invited the Miners Executive to meet him 
this afternoon. 

The con] strike situation assumed''a new development this 
morning in consequence not only of the mine owners but of the 
miners promptly accepting a short notice invitation from the Prime 
Minister to meet him at the Board of Trade in the afternocn, After 
the delegate conference the miners assembled to reconsider the 
position in consequence of last week’s happenings. The conference 
subsequently adjourned till to-morrow, after passing a vote. of 
confidence in the Secretary, Mr. Hodges, and the executive, and a 
resolution protesting against the official explanation . calling 
off the Triple Alliance strike, recording the belief that the real 


cause of the sudden, unexpected and unfortunate withdrawal must’ 


be looked for in the character and structure of the Triple Alliance. 
It was stated that.reports from districts showed complete unanimity 
On the demand for a national wages board and a national pool. 

The Premier’s letter of invitation to the mine owners and 
miners to the Board of Trade Conference referred to their recent 
statements in the Press, as already cabled, and other suggestions by 
newspaper correspondents which, he opined, might lead to a re- 
The. shortness of notice is due to his 
having to meet M. Briand during the weekend.

The Scilly Isles, which are pre- 
paring to welcome the Prince 
of Wales, have not altered very 
much in character since they 
woro first visited by a Princo of 
Wales, noarly. 300 years ago.

Royalist army in Cornwall in 
February, 1646, it was thought 
well to provide for the safety of 
the King’s eldest son, ho and Sir 
Edward Hyde (the future Earl of 
Clarendon) sailed for Scilly.

QUIBBLING STILL. 


oe 


The Germans continue their policy ‘of quibbling and 
shifting in regard -to the question of reparations. With 
nuany of the Peace Treaty conditions still unfulfilled, they 
are threatencd with further Allied measures, and. like a 
child fleeing from just punishment, they seek shelter behind 
the United States President. beseeching him to mediate on 
their behalf. “As we write. the Allied leaders are no doubt 
’ dealing with the situation, and we trust that they will 
stick to their guns and insist on their full rights. Neaven 
knows that Germany has had time enough in which, to 
adjust herself to the peace terins, yet at this lime of day 
we are assured by Mr, Lloyd George that she is still in 
default with regard to, reparations. the trial of war 
criminals and disarmament. How long is this shilly- 
shallying to be permitted to continue. we wonder! ‘The 
British Premier has not only declared that Germany still 
has many of the Treaty’ provisions to carry out; he has 
gone further by stating that she shows: no inelination to 
submit practical proposals for the fulfilment of her 
obligations. Such an attitude on the part of the loser of 
the war needs’to be. dealt. with in the sternest possible 
manner. 

What is the meaning of this latest ruse of Germany— 
her appeal to the President of the United States to mediate 
on her behalf? -In our opinion. it is nothing more or less 
than afresh attempt to wriggle out of the punishment 
which she sees coming. In is part and parcel of a 
scheme to keep on putting off the evil day, with the 
added hope that friction may be created between the 
Allies and America. What cannot' be overlooked is that 
these overtures are being made to the chief executive of a 
nation with whom Germany is still technically at war. 
The presumption of the Germans in seeking help in such a 
quarter is typical of the people. The hope of the Germans 
is either that President Harding may be kindly disposed 
towards them and will therefore advise the Allies to tone 
down their demands, or else it is a vase of having a chance. 
shot, in the belief that no harm, and possibly some good, 
may result from the manoeuvre. At any rate, Germany 
says she will agree unconditionally to pay. the Allies any 
sum which President Harding determines. But. what 
has America to’ do with the question, anyhow? ‘The 
matter is surely one between the Allies and the Germans. 
There is no call whatsoever for the intervention of a third 

arty, even if such a party were disposed to interfere. 
We cannot believe that America-is likely to take any 
serious notice of the proposal, especially since the new 
President has made it quite clear-that he and his country- 
men are averse to dabbling in European affairs. 

The plain fact, as we have observed, is that Germany 
is atill at-her favourite game of evasion and equivocation. 


She will play that game to the very end of the chapter, we: 
may be sure. But it is for the Allies to intimate soon and’ 


sharply that their. patience is about exhausted. After all, 
- Germany put her hand tothe Peace Treaty, arid, she™ must 
. abide by its terms. It.is too late in the day now to argue 
that the conditions are harsh. She signed the peace pact 
. because she knew that if she did not do go, the Treaty pro- 
visions would eventually be made even stiffer still, to say 
nothing of the invasion of her territory which would result, 
The Allies have already whittled down the terms to a con- 
siderable degree. It’s about time to call a halt and insist 
that from now henceforth Germany shall do as she is bid,

International Credits. 


Progress is long in being re- 
ported with reference to the in- 
ternational credits scheme pro- 
posed to'the League of Nations 
by M. Ter Moulen,the Amsterdam 
banker. Tho main idea of the 
scheme is for the Governments 
of tho countries whose credit has 
broken kown to submit a list of 
realizable ‘asscts to the League, 
which upon, oxamination will 
place a gold value upon them. 
Bonds of five, 10 or.15 years’ 
will then he ‘issued, and 
these willbe loaned to merchants 
and constitute for them the 
security on which they can order 
goods. Since tho subject, was 
before the League of Nations at 
its first annual convention in 
Docember, we have not heard of 
anything being done in an inter- 
national way, much as _ tho 
subject has figured in the 
speeches of statesmen all. over 
the world. Holland, a message 
informs us, has just made a 
move. Jn regard to British 
co-operation it was stated: that 
the Government was willing to 
participate with the bankers and 
insurance companies of the 
countrs, but that these undertak- 
ings, wanted to sharo tho profits 
without.the risk, . The banks, at 
any rate, have signified their 
readiness to join in a reasonable 
scheme. 
body, and at the annual meeting 
of such a powerful institution as 
Lloyds Bank, the chairman, Sir 
Richard Vassar- Smith, gave 
his approval to the project. 
But time is passing, and delay 
does not make the problem easier. 
It is surely time that the Powers 
came to grips with the question. 


Stonehenge. 


Ts the age-long riddle of Stone- 
henge nearer solution? Dr. H.H. 
Thomas, of the Geolovical Survey, 
has now positively. identified the 
“blue stones,” as certain parts of 
the monument are called. This 
is an important addition to our 
knowledge, a writer in Mature 
tells us, because these “blue 
stones” have been identified with 
the formation in the Prescelly 
Mountains in Pembrokeshire. 
How they wero tran$ported from 
the rock, all that distance, has yet 
to be discovered. Recent work 
undertaken by the Society of 
Antiqueries and the Office of 
Works has produced evidence of 
an engaging character—namely, 
that the present monuments, or 
remains, are a sort-of Stonehenge 
II. There was an older Stone- 
henge than the one known: to-day, 
it seems. A circle of standing 
stones, enclosed by a bank-and a 
ditch, was the site of this older 
monument, from which, in’ the 
Bronze Age, the stones were taken 
to help to build the newer one. 
“The makers of Stonehenge,” it 
is pointed out, “were clearly 
equal to the task of raising stones 
of five or six tons to the ‘required 
heights, and of setting them 
upright with absolute. precision.” 
Still Stonehenge remains pretty 
much of a puzzle. As when 
gazing at the Pyramids, we have 
to admire and wonder,

Mr. Hartshorn McChuzzle, the

A-word of credit is due to the 
various masters concerned whose 
splendid arrangemeats of -tho 
meet contributed in the main. to 
its success. 

In inviting Mr Teesdale Mack- 
intosb, the Registrar of the Hang- 
kong University, to present the 
prizes at the conclusion of the 
sports, the Rev. A. J. S. Stearn, 
Hon. Sceretary, thanked the 
officials for their services. 

After expressing — his 
at having been invited ta dis- 
tribute the prizes, Mr ° Mae- 
kintosh said be felt that when 
the invitation’ was . issued to 
him, the schoola were inviting 
tho Registrar of the University 
rather than himself. 1f that was 
so, the invitation meunt that the 
scbools had realised; and had de- 
manded, that a link should exist 
between them and the University. 
He was’ delighted that they 
had realised this and that they 
had expressed their démand in 
such ao practicable way,  be- 
cause it was the hope of tbe 
University that it would eventually 
obtain some of the fine sportsmen in 
that afternoon's meeting. Mr 
Mackintosh said he wanted to be 
able to fill the University in future 
with sportsmen and prize-winpers 
from Hongkong schools. (Applause) 
Mr Mackintosh went out to say 
that the afternoon’s gathering was 
one of the finest sights that he 
eould wish to see. Ib was 
full of. hope for the future 
of China. He had nv doubt 
that some of tho boys had been 
in hard training during the last few 
months in preparation for the 
sports, and he thought he had often 
seen them training along. Caine 
Road forthe one mile, quarter mile, 
ete. He had often wished that 
they would have extended their 
run to his (Mr Mackintosh’s) house 
in the University, where they might 
have some refreshments, which 
they somuch needed. (Laughter). 
Hea would have had great 
pleasure in welcoming them 
and he gave them the hint now. 
Training, continued Mr Mackintosh, 
meant hardship. ‘The boys could 
not train themselves without suffer- 
ing physical hardship. But in 
sports they shared their hardships 
together in common sympathy 
and: with a common bond. He 
knew of no better - means of 
promoting jfriendship than sports. 
hero was one thing they wanted 
in Hongkong and Ching and that 
was tho spirit of friendship and 
comradeship which: could not be 
obtained outside sports, except in 
the trenches in France during the 
war. Cheering rival schools was 
an excellent thing, but soother 
thing which was even better than 
that was to learn in sports the im- 
portance . of making name 
for thoir own schools. Sports 
gave the. boys the sense 
of brotherhood and friendly 
rivalry and enthusiasm for thoir 
own school which would carry them 
through life and which would be a 
never ending source of pleasure in 
after life. (Applause.)
